Prior art does not disclose a semiconductor photo-detecting element particularly 
characterizing a first field strength applied to the etching stopper layer, measured in a 
depth direction running through each of the layers, is lower than a second field strength 
applied to the multiplication layer as measured in the depth direction as recited in claim 
1.
